MARKED DISCREPANCY SHOWN. 


THE OFFICERS AND DIRECTORS 
CALLED UPON TO EXPLAIN. 


Startling Testimony Produced in the 
Civil Suit for $250,000 Now 
Pending ~ Before a 
Court Referee. 


Since the doors of the Mullanphy Bank 
were closed, Feb. 27, 1897, there have been 
many developments of unusual interest sug- 
gesting negligence or worse in the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the bank. All of these 
developments have been significant, but 
mone of them conclusive. . 

The discovery of falsified bank statements, 
of which the Post-D-spatch told exclusively 
Friday, has interested Receiver Stone and 
his counse!] and the depositors. 

The statements are regarded by the re- 


ceiver’s counsel as the misé6ing links in the 
evidence. They are expected to elicit an 
‘expjanation from President Rottmann, 
Cashier Kammerer and the directors who 
aitested them ‘as correct. 

Gov. Stone and his counsel rely on them 
more than anvthine else to win the geuit 
for $250,000 against the directors. 

What further confusion the documents 

may bring to the bank officers and direc- 
tors will rest with the depos.tors., Gov. 
Stone does not regard it incumbent upon 
him as receiver to lay evidence before the 
grand jury. 
' A number of the larger depositors: have 
had the intention all along of laying before 
the grand jury the evidence brought out 
in the civ.) proceedings. The discovery of 
the alleged falsified statements will no 
doubt contirm their intention. 

The sworn statements are peculiar. In 
every bank a general balance book is kept, 
in which is set down in itemized form the 
exact condition of the bank at the close of 
each day’s business. The statements for- 
warded to the Secretary of State are pre- 
fumed to be copied verbatim from the en-.- 
oe of even date in the general balance

On April 22, 1893, -a statement of the bank’s 
condit.on was drawn up in which there 
Were discrepancies from the general bal- 
ance book. 

few minutes’ comparison by. even a 

frson not familiar with bank books would 

ave resulted in the discovery that: the 
Sworn etatement gave the deposits as $118,- 
0147.57 more than the general balance book 
and the total assets as $100,779.9 more than 
the general balance book. 

It would have been seen at a glance that 
whiie the statement gave $9,932.41 overdrafts 
by solvent: customers, there was no entry 
of overdrafts at all on the general balance 
book.

{it cashed Mullanphy paper. The Mullan- 
phy would be presumed to have money 
always on deposit at the Hanover, or be 
indebted to it on account of money paid out 
on Mullanphy paper. But there is an en- 
try on Sept. 16 that the Hanover owed the 
Mullanphy $7894.33.

The footing on the Sept. 16 statement was 
$1,133,589.45. On the general balance book 
for that’ day it was $1,063,889.51, a discrep- 
ancy of $69,699.94. 

Under the law all overdrafts should be 
entered on the general balance book as 
assets. For ten years this was not done in 
the Mullanphy Bank, although = small 
amounts of overdrafts were always certi- 
fied to the Secretary of State. 

It is said all the sworn statements filed 
in the office of the Secretary of State from 
April 22, 18938, to the time the bank was 
closed were as glaringly incorrect as the 
two which have been introduced in the 
hearings before Referee Seddon. 

Nine certified copies of statements are in 
the possession of Gov. Stone and his at- 
torneys They are said to contain dis- 
crepancies as startling as those in the two 
which have been introduced, but the figures 
cannot be obtained until they are given in 
evidence. 

This important testimony was only dis- 
covered by Gov. Stone’s attorneys a short 
time ago. Omissions found on the general 
balance book by one of Gov. Stone’s as- 
sociates suggested to him that the bank 
statements might have been falsified. Cer- 
tifled copies were obtained from the Sec- 
retary of State and the discrepancies im- 
mediately discovered. 

Until the statements were introduced be- 
fore Referee Seddon the defendants and 
their counsel did not know they were in 
Gov. Stone’s possession. Their introduc- 
tion created great surprise and some con- 
sternation. 

The purpose of the suit is to recover 
$250,000 from the directors on the ground 
they are accountable for its loss to the de- 
positors. The directors sued are Fred S. 
Bolte, Casper Gestring. Conrad Kellers- 
mann, H. Klages, Joseph Marks, J. H. 
Rottmann, Charles Schumacher, J. H. Jo- 
hanning and-John G. Brinkmeyer. Director 
G. H. Elbrecht is now deceased.

“The man I suppose is my husband said 
this man was a justice of the peace—a 
friend of his—and that anywhere else the 
record of the marriage would be published.

Last Hope Lust by Adminis- 
tration Stubbornness. 


DAVIS SORELY DISAPPOINTED. 


HE REALIZES THAT THE OPPOSI- 
TION Is IN MAJORITY. 


Senator Gorman, Confideat of This, De- 
clares That He Will Insist on 
the Taking of an Imme- 
diate Vote.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2L—In bluntly re- 
fusing to accept a resolution disclaiming 
any intention of exercising permanent sov- 
ereignty over the Philippine Islands, Chair- 
man Davis and the friends of the treaty of 
peace have discarded the only chance they. 
had of ratifying the treaty at this session. 

Chairman Davis is sorely disappointed be- 
cause of the instructions which have been 
given him by the administration. He has 
all along favored a resolution declaring the 
policy of the United States in the Philip- 


pines, and it is said he u.sxed his views on 
the President. He realizes that the treaty 
can not be ratified at this session unless a 
Philippine disclaimer is passed, and he is 
anxious to dispose of the treaty. The Min- 
nesota Senator is a lukewarm imperialist 
and if he could have had his own way in 
Paris the Philippine white elephant would 
not now be on Uncle m’s hands. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent asked a 
Cabinet Minister why the administration 
is against declaring its policy in the Phil- 
ippines. He replied: ‘“‘We do not propose 
to commit ourselves one way or another in 
advance of the necessity.’’ 

In an interview given out here Senator 
Gorman says that the anti-expansionists 
were ready for a vote.

MILLER'S MEN 
HAVE LANDED, 


No Attempt te Take Iloilo 
for the Present. 


NOW ON THE GUIMARS ISLANDS. 


THEY WILL REMAIN IN THIS PO- 
SITION INDEFINITELY. 


President Will Continue a Policy of Pa- 
cification, but Will Not Sena 
the Troops Back to 
Manila. 


——— 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Gen. Miller's 
expedition has landed on Guimars Islands, 
three miles from Iloilo, without opposition, 
Gen. Otis cables from Manila. The land- 
ing was necessary because of the crowded 
condition of troops on the transports. Ex- 
perience has.proved that soldiers lose spirit 
and fighting qualities when confined long on 
board ship, so the War Department asked 
Gen. Otis to ascertain if it was possibie 
for Gen. Miller to land his expedition near 
lloilo. He cabled that it was and was 
then instructed to order a landing. | 

It was deemed inadvisable to have this 
expedition return to Manila without having 
landed because it was feared the natives 
of Luzon would think the Filipinos at Llollo 
had repulsed the Americans. 

The President’s policy of pacification will 
be continued and no attempt to take Lloilo 
will be made at present. The island on 
which the men have larded is healthy and 
has an abundance of water.

From developments in the Wagenmaa 
case Saturday it is evident to a few that a 
Clerk of the Court of Criminal Correction 
may steal with impunity and both hands, 
so long as he staves off discovery unt.l 
after the end of the term during which he 


may have enriched himself from the public 
purse. 


Mr Schnurmacher, Counselor of the City 
of St. Louis, looked up the law in the case 
for Mayor Ziegenhein and delivered his 
opinion that Judge Clark is right in his 
position that no matter how many thous- 
ands of dollars may have been diverted 
from the safe of the court prior to his 
election, he has: no jurisdiction over the 
subject, 


Mr. Schnurmachers opinion makes it the 
grand jury’s next “say.”’ No person or 
court has authority, according to this opin- 
ion, to order an ravesrapetios of the busi- 
né:s of Wagenman’'s office prior to Dec. 1, 
1898. wher Judge Clark ascended the bench.

Sec, 1970 Rev Stat. Provides when Court 
either believes from knowledge. or from informa- 
tien on oath of others, clerk bas been gullty of 
misdemeanor in office. the Court or judge shall 
notifr Attorney General or Cireult Attorney and 
makes it the duty of either to fer ¢ 
against clerk te promecute, firet delivering to the 
clerk cops of charges and notice of time wheo he 
is to appear and defend bimeeif 

An act of 1983 provides for a trial of charges by 
jury if demanded. or if not, by Conrt 

An act of 1594 provides that if the clerk te 
found guilty, be shal! he removed from office and 
may he fined not ersceeding sia. 

An act of 18505 provides for prosecution by indict- 
mInent 

In the erent of the removal of the clerk the Gor- 
ernor appoints bis successor.

In the hot house at the Tower Grove 
*Park there is an ‘‘Aristolochia Gigos,”’ or 
Goose Plant, in full bloom. This is prob- 
ably the first plant of its kind in bloom 
in the United States. 

The plant grows only in Guatemala and 
gets its name of Goose Plant from its 
peculiar shape, being formed like a large 
goose. The head and back are shaped 
almost perfectly and the way it hangs on 
the vine reminds one of a goose hanging 
on a hook. 

The plant measures 14 inches wide, 18 
inches long and has a tail 2 feet 10 inches 
in length. Several years ago a similar 
plant was supposed to have bloomed in 
Chicago, but people who saw it say it had 
only a short tail. The plant itself was also 
a great deal smaller. 

The inside of this plant has a velvet- 
like coating and lower down a silk coat- 
ing of purple and white. If the plant is 
not disturbed it will bloom in four or five 
weeks, but the lea;st touch will make the 
bud fall from the vine.

Joint Note Demanding Withdrawal of 
German Officers Will Probably Be 
Made by England and the 
United States. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—It now appears 
certain that this Government will sustain 
the decision of the Chief Justice of Samoa 
and place Tanus on the throne of the 
i:lands unless the decision, when consid- 
ered, shall be manifestly illegal, in which 
case negotiations will be begun for an- 
other élection. It is believed in well-in- 
formed circles that one of the results of the 
present complication will be a revision of 
the treaty of Berlin, possibly its abrogation 
and division of the islands among the three 
powers, 

Secretary Long will prepare instructions 
to Commodore Kautz which will govern 
his conduct in Samoa. He will be required 
to protect American interests in the islands 
and confer with the American Consul Gen- 
eral relative to the execution of the terms 
of the Berlin act. 

As a result of the Cabinet meeting yes- 
terday and of communications exchanged 
by Secretary Hay and Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote there is every reason to believe that 
a joint representation will be made to the 
German Foreign Office by the American 
and British Ambassadors in Berlin. 

While the officials are reticent, it i: 
generally understood that the note to b, 
presented will maintain that the tripartite 
treaty has been grossly violated by the 
action of the German Consu] and the for- 
mer President of the Municipal Council 0’ 
Apia; that they have interfered in the elec- 
tion of a successor to the late Malietoa 
in an illegal manner; that the usefulness 
of the German Consul in Apia has end- 
ed and that it is to the interest of Ger- 
many as well as to that of the other 
powers signatory to the Berlin act to not 
only disavow the actions of her Consul 
and of the former President of the Munl- 
cipal Council, but to withdraw them a 
once from the islands. : 

It has transpired that the real reason why 
Herr Rafael was recalled from Samoa was 
because of his aspirations to be Chief Jus- 
tice, and upon a report of that matter be- 
ing made to this Government steps were 
taken to secure his immediate recall. : 

Consul-General Osborne has been notified 
that orders have been given to the Phila- 
delphia to proceed to Samoa, and his an- 
nouncement of this action on the part of 
the Washington Government will doubtless 
prevent any further friction at Apia and 
will furthermore show the natives that this 
Government intends to eee the terms of the 
treaty carried out.

MUST SUSTAIN OUR COURT. 


Former Chief Justice of Samoa Points 
Out American Duty. 

ST. JOHNSBURG, Vt., Jan. 21.—Henry 

Ide, formerly Chief Justice of Samoa, says: 

“Chief Justice Chambers comes from Ala- 

bama and is a just and upright man. Con- 

sul Rose has had long experience under 


the German foreign office, and is a man 
of ability. It is to be regretted that the 
Chief Justice of Mataafa could not have 
found it to be his duty to decide in favor 
of Mataafa, who is the most distinguished 
of livirg Samoans, of fine presence and 
kindly bearing, the choice of a large ma- 
jority of the people and entitled to sym- 
pathy by reason of his long exile. 

“Some incidents bearing upon the king- 
ship, notably the expulsion of Luetele, one 
of Mataafa’s adherents and one of the 
highest chiefs in Samoa, from the court- 
room on the ground that his bearing was 
considered disrespectful, contributed, it 
seems, to inflame passions, The English 
missionary influence was strongly in favor 
of Maleita Tanus, son of the deceased 
King, who is a mere boy still under mis- 
sionary instruction. Mataafa is a Catholic, 
but has a large Protestant following. 

“Tne division in the Consular Board, of 
course, rendered peace difficult. The Ger- 
man Consul strongly respected Mataafa. 
Il am not aware that the other two Consuls 
became partisans. Immediately after the 
Chief Justice decided in favor of Malictoa 
Tanus civil war broke out and Mataafa’s 
adherents, being far more numerous, won 
victory, destroyed the native port of Apia, 
occupied Mulinuu, the seat of government, 
and became the de facto government. The 
Samoan character is such that all the 
doubtful seek the winning side, and Ma- 
taafa will apparently for some time have 
the great mass of the people as his sup- 

rters. 

“While the authority of the court must 
he maintained, it is highly improbable that 
the three powers will undertake to main- 
tain the boy Malietoa Tanus in power in 
the face of the determined opposition of the 
people. The action of the German Consul 
and the German President, Rafael, in seiz- 
ing the Courthouse, is based upon the fact 
that the Berlin treaty provides that 
President shall exercise the functions of 
Chief Justice in case of vacancy, and it is 
probably claimed that the action of Chief 
Justice Chambers in going for protection 
on a British warship, was a departure from 
Samoa to British sofl and that thereby a 
vacancy has been created. It is gafe to 
say that. such a claim, under the circum- 
stances will not be entertained. 

“Tt is the manifest duty of our govern- 


ment to lend immediate aid to maintain the 
treaty. That duty has been too long ne- 
glected. No American warship has been in 


| Samoan waters since 1892. The whole atmos-

City Democratic Committee 
Meets Saturday Night. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE AT WAR 


PRIMARY ELECTION TO NAME 
PRECINCT COMMITTEEMEN. 


Jefferson Club and Executives May 
Try to Unite Against the City 
Committee’s Plan of Hold- 
ing an Election. 


The signs portend a torrid period at the 
Jefferson Club Saturday night. A meeting 
of the Democratic City Central Committee 
is to be held. It will begin at 8 o'clock | 
Nobody can tell when it will end. 

The purpose of the meeting is to arrange 
for holding primary elections in each of the 
426 precincts of the city on Feb. 7, from 8 
to 10 o'clock, for the purpose of electing a 
member of the City Central Committee 
from each precinct, 

A difference exists as to the manner of 
selecting a new City Central Committee. 
One party, apparently constituted of a ma- 
jority, wants to have the committeemen 
elected by the voters of each ward, and 


have these select the members of the 
Executive Committee. An element in the 
Executive Committee, with a following of 
uncertain proportions, -wants to have the 
primary elections held under the State pri- 
mary election law, the voters to select the 
members of the Executive Committee and 
these to appoint the precinct committee- 
men. 

In the old times the members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee were elected at a City 
Cor vention and they appointed the precinct 
committeemen The appointive power gave 
the Executive Committee other powers, The 
arrangement was not satisfactory. There 
was a revolt against the committee. The 
State Central Committee was called upon 
to come to St. Louis and deal with the 
situation. 

The State Committee came in January, 
1897, and met at the Planters’. A temporary 
reorganization of the City Central Commit- 
tee was effected by adding one new member 
from each ward and nine at large, to neu- 
tralize the condition in the committee. 

The State Committee provided for se- 
lecting new precinct committeemen on the 
first Tuesday :n February by primary meet- 
ings, the precinct committeemen eo elected 
to effect precinct organ‘zations by the elec- 
tion of chairmen, secretary and treasurer 
and two members to represent the precinct 
committee on the Executive Committee. The 
present City Central Committee was select- 
ed in this way two years ago, and the cen- 
tral committeemen named the Executive 
Committee. 

The State Committee at the same time 
recommended, it is contended by the one 
side, that in the future central committee- 
men should be chosen by the voters at pri- 
marv elections. 

The rules of the City Central Committee 
provide for the holding of these primary 
elections, and the duty of calling a meeting 
to arrange for the primary elections is 
placed on the Executive Committee, but the 
right is reserved to the Central Committee 
to act if the Executive Committee failed to 
do so 

The Executive Committee having failed to 
take any steps toward holding the primary 
elections, the meeting of the entire Cen- 
tral Committee has been called for Satur- 
day night to supply the deficiency. 

A proposition to go back to the old plan 
of selecting committeemen was brought for- 
ward Monday night at a meeting of the 
chairmen of pre-inct committees and voted 
down. Thursday night it was brought be- 
fore a meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee and voted down again. 

The opposition in the Executive Com- 

mittee to the plan of electing precinct 
committeemen have appointed a commit- 
tee to confer with a similar committee 
of the Jefferson Club, with a view 
to marshaling force enough to carry the 
roint. 
OThe advocates of the precinct election 
plan contend that the Icexecutive Commit- 
tee derives all its powers from the Central 
Committee and has no authority to re- 
organize the committee. 

Those in favor of electing the precinct 
committeemen argue that the plan is the 
only Democratic one, as the people them- 
selves select the precinct committeemen 
and they control the Executive Committee, 
instead of the Executive Committee con- 
trolling the Central Committee, as was the 
case under the old plan. 

The opposition will make an effort at 
Saturday night’s meeting to get a large 
enough following to revive the old plan,

Court Building. 

“The State should have a new building 
by all means,”’ he said. “If this building 
should catch fire, nothing could prevent its 
complete destruction, The fire department 
of Jefferson City would not be able to 
cope with the fire. Stored away in the 
basement of this building are records of 
priceless value, and every county and every 
citizen in the State is directly or indirectly 
interested in their preservation. 

‘‘Besides these valuable records, the State 
owns a law library worth $100,000. If this 
building should burn, it would be impossible 
to save the library or any considerable part 
of it. 

“The courtroom is an oven or a cold 
storage place, just as you please. It can- 
not be properly ventilated. When the 
windows are opened the Judges freeze and 
when they are closed the Judges melt. 
Lawyers who come here to argue cases 
almost invariably go away with bad colds. 

“An objection will probably be raised 
because of the expense. This objection wil} 
not hold water. There can be no heavier 
taxatiow than at present, so that no tax- 
payer will have to »ay more if a new 
building be erected than at present. The 
revenue Of the State is spent anyhow, and 
the only question to be settled is whether 
money shall be used for this necessary im- 
provement or for some less worthy im- 
provement.”’ 

It is thought by those who have con- 
sidered this matter that for $70,000, if the 
contractor is given the privilege of using 
convict labor, a fire-proof building can be 
erected. 

The present building is a mongrel struc- 
ture, patched and added to until it has 
neither shape nor semblance of architec- 
tural beauty. It is built of; wood and 
brick and the steam heating apparatus was 
put in long after it was built. Most of the 
building has no basement, the floors rest- 
ing almost on the ground. In some places 
the joists have rotted and the floors have 
sagged.

WENTWORTH SCHOOL QUIET.

At three-quarters Davidson was half a lap 
to the good and retained the lead to the 
winning post. 

Jones, who is rapidly getting into con- 
dition, put up a good even race, and finished 
second half a lap in front of Gilmore. 
Husby was a distant fourth. Ponti, the 
unknown, threw up the sponge in the eighth 
round. he time, 3:091-5, was very fast, 
and established a record for the Ice Palace.

No; 1 cannot say by whom just 
yet. If the deal fails ji will mot be my fault, 
but the public wili be made aware of the 
tacts. If kbanion and his men do not p.ay 
at Washington Park baseball in Brookiyn 
will be dead. | shall make one or two more 
determined efforts to smooth over the hur- 
dies and blockades that have been placd 
in front of me, and in the event of fall- 
ur I shall deciare the déal off, at the same 
time giving the true reasons to the patrons 
of the Bruvoklyn club.

Richmond, last year’s Atlantic League 
champions, are coming in for the players 
that were put under the protection. of the 
Oriole wings during the drafting season. 
They are to a certain extent being pro- 
tected even now. Baltimore has so far re- 
turned only their star twirler, Jack Ches-

TO USE THEIR FIGURES. 


A Texas Legislator Wants to Raise 
Railroad Taxes. 

‘AUSTIN, Tex. Jan. 21.—The Legislature 

is going after the railroads. A resolution 


has been introduced in the House setting 
forth that inasmuch as in the Federal 
Court railroads in the State had, under 
oaths, sworn that railroads of the State 
were worth $40,000 per mile and they had 
only been assessed in the various counties 
of the State at one-sixth of the sald valua- 
tion, and inasmuch as taxpayers were be- 
ing discriminated against by the failure to 
collect the additional tax of $600,000, which 
would come to the State if roads were taxed 
on their own stated valuation, that tax 
collectors’ attention be called to the mat- 
ter at once, looking to the enforcement of 
the collection of this additional tax which 
has been so long unpaid. 

A bill was also introduced providing that 
railroads in the State shall be required to 
operate at least two passenger trains daily 
each way on their tracks, under a penalty 
of $1000 per day. Another passenger reduc- 
tion bill was also filed reducing the rall- 
road station and train fare each to 3 cerits 
per mile.

WARNING 10 THE WEST 


CROKER THREATENS IN DISCUSS- 
ING THE SILVER QUESTION, 


EAST OPPOSED TO 16 TO 1. 


He Believes the Issue Dead, While Sen- 
ator Jones Presents Estimates 
to the Contrary. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—In an intervie® 
given out here Richard Croker reiterates 
his declaration that, in his opinion, “the 16 
to 1 issue is dead."" He says further: 

“Why should we carry a dead weight? 
The times of four years ago are past. ‘o- 
day the times are different and the issues 
are not the same, 


“Speaking for this section of the country, 

I say that if the 16 to 1 Is again brougnt 
before the people there will be felt again 
throughout the nation the same distrust 
that prevailed in 1896. 
“From the South and West there always 
comes the hue and cry against New York 
because it is the money center of the 
United States. But whenever there is any 
great public improvement to be made in 
any section of this country, the first loom 
for help is toward abused New York. 

“If this silver question comes up again 
before the people and is made a factor in 
the nationai platform the moneyed men of 
the East will look for investment outside 
of this country and the banks in the other 
States of the Union will be unable to bor- 
row money in the East. The result will be 
that the poor will be the great sufferers. 

“The free silver issue is merely a local 
issue In the sections where free siiver 
will benefit the residents it is but natural! 
for them to declare for 16 to 1. But here 
in New York we must see to it that the 
position of our party on the money ques- 
tion must meet the requirements, not of 
any one section, but of every section of the 
United States, When, in convention as*em- 
bled, the majority of the delegates 
demand a coin standard or a certain 
reform, New York will, as she ever has, 
fall faithfully in line without a moment of 
opposition or a murmur of protest. 

“But the Democratic platform of 1900 has 
not yet been written.” 


CHICAGD, Jan. 21.—In a letter to George 
S. Bowen, Assistant National Secretary of 
the Amer.can Bimetallic Union, relative to 
the present and future prospects of siiver 
in the Senate, which has been made public 
here, Chairman J. K. Jones of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, says: 

“The claim of the Republican papers tna 
that Senate is already irrevocably against 
silver, and will so stand until 193 at the 
earliest, is, like many of their extreme 
chaims, not well founded. 

“A gold man has since been elected fror 
Oregon, and of those who voted in favor of 
that a gape at that time, seven Sena- 
tors will probably be succeeded on the 
4th of March next by Senators opposed to 
the unlimited coinage of silver, namely, 
Senators Allen of Nebraska, Mitchell of 
Wisconsin, ‘Murphy of New York, Roach of 
North Dekota, Smith of New Jersey, Tur- 
pie of Ind‘tana and White of California. 

“This will leave the two sides equal, and 
the deciding vote will be in the hands of 
the Vice-President. 

“This year an unusual proportion of bi- 
metallists who come from close states have 
had their terms expire. In 1900, however, 
all th‘s will be evened up by a larger pro- 
portion of gold men retiring, who come 
from ciose gates. 

‘The terms of 30 Senators expire in 1991. 
Of these 11, who are now friendly io silver, 
may safely be counted as absolutely cer- 
tain to be succeeded by silver men. These 
Senators come from the following States: 
Alabama Arkansas, Colorado, Georgia, 
Idaho, Mississippi, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and Virginia. 
The following States may be expected to 
elect gold men to succeed gold men at that 
time: Maine, Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. 

‘‘New Hampshire is now represented by a 
silver man, whose term will expire In 1901. 
If he should be succeeded by a gold man, 
Louisiana and Kentucky, now represented 
by gold men, are certain to send two bi- 
metalliets in the’r stead, 

“In two States—South Dakota and Dela- 
ware—where we now have silver Senators, 
there will be contests, and the most that 
can be claimed by the god men is that we 
are not ositively certain to hold these 
States; while the following States, now rep- 
resented by gold men, can certainly not be 
claimed ae sure to return a solid gold dele- 
gation, namely: Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Nebraska. New Jersey, Oregon, 
West Virginia and Wyoming 

“From all this, it is perfectly safe to as- 
sert, without fear of contradiction, that if 
the bimetallista succeed in electing the 
President in 1900, they will unquestionahly 
have a clear working majority in the Unit- 
ed States Senate.”

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“IRELAND WINS HIS NOTED CASE 


Archbishop Will Be Given Title to 
Large Tracts of Improved Lands 
in Minnesota. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The Secretary 
of the Interior to-day affirmed the decision 
of the Commiselioner of the General Land 
Office in the famous case of Archbishop Ire- 
land, involving title to 33,178 acres of land In 
Minnesota. He holds that under the first 
contract made with the St. Paul, Minneso- 
ta & Manitoba Railroad Co., July 17, 189), 
Archbishop Ireland ws not a purchaser, 
but that under the second contract, made 
March 3, 1883, he was a purchaser. Ac- 
cordingly the lands covered by the first 
contracts will not go to Archbishop Ireland, 
whiie he will receive those under the sec- 
ond contract. 

The cAse has been pending fora number 
of years, and involves the homes of a large 
number of gettlers. The Archbishop se- 
cured the lands for the purpose of. locating 
an Irish colony. Most of the lands have 
passed to these settlers. There still re- 
mained, however, a good many acres not 
sold or only partially paid for and on the 
plea that-the Archbishop had simply a con- 
tract to dispose of the lands as an agent, 
an attempt was made to prevent a transfer 


of these other lands. 

The contention of the Archbishop is 
sustained and he will receive all the 
lands under the second tract. Title to the 
lands has been unsettled because of these 
suits for a good many years and this final 
decision of the matter will come ae a relief: 
not only to the settlers on the lands but 
to all residents about Graceville, where the 
bulk of the lands are located.

Early Thursday forenoon the Provident 
Association received word that 350 rabbits, 
presented by the citizens of Cape Girar- 
deu County, had arrived at. the freight sta- 
tion of the Iron Mountain railroad. 

Immediately the association’s clerks were 
set at work scanning the books for the 
names of worthy poor and addressing cards 
to them. These cards informed the recipi- 
ents that by presenting the card at 1101 

cust street Saturday morning they 
would receive rabbits according to the size 
of their families. By 11:30 200 cards had 
been mailed. And then the association's at- 
tention was turned to getting the rabbits 
from the freight e6tation. 

Four boxes and two barrels were deliv- 
ered, but there was a nhifth box missing.

TO KEEP CARS COOL 


ELECTRIC FANS TO BE PUT-IN 
COACHES. 


ST. LOUIS LEADS, AS USUAL. 


Travelers Who Have to Sleep in Cars at 
Union Station Will Be 
Comfortable. 


Nearly all the railroads running out of 
St. Louis have decided to place electric 
fans in their cars during warm weather. 

Several of the leading roads, among them 
the Vandalia and the Missouri Pacific, have 
already arranged to inugurate the improve- 
ment before May 1. The fans will be 
operated by an electric battery attached to 
each car. 

St. Louis roads, as usual, set the pace 
for their rivals. Not even Boston, the town 
that imagined it had the eS railroad 
station in the world, until cold, hard facts 
has dreamed of pro- 
viding the traveling public with such a 
ot gd as the local roads propose to fur- 
nish. 

W._H. Morton, depot passenger agent of 
the Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
Railway Companies, was one of the first 
to advocate the use of electric fans in 
passenger cars. 

“On a hot summer night,” said he, ‘“‘noth- 
ing is so hard on a man or woman as to 
ride in a stuffy car with not a breath of 
air stirring. 'e were able to build mag- 
nificent cars and fit them up with facilities 
of constantly increasing splendor, but did 
not alleviate the travelers’ summer misery. 
Physically, I’m a pretty ‘husky’ man, and 
it takes a whole lot of warm-air to melt 
me. But, I tell you, when speeding across 
the scorching plains or through swamp 
land, with the atmosphere like a furnace 
and the dust flying so that a window can- 
not be kept open, I sometimes wish I 
was with the angels. 

The electric fans give us a practical 
remedy for the discomfort, and I am con- 
fident that all the St. Louis roads will 6up- 
ply their cars with them.” 

‘Mr. Morton’s experience in the railroad 
business, extending over 27 years, qualifies 
him to speak with force and influence on 


{ the subject of arrangements to make the 


traveler comfortable and the sentiment 
among St. Louis railroad officials is 
Strongly in favor of the proposition to fit 
up cars wi.h fans. 

Mr. Morton believes further that the day 
is not far distant when all passenger trains 
will be lighted by electricity. 

Station Master Jerry Coakley is arrang- 
ing to have all the passenger cars arriving 
at Union Station fitted up with electric 
circuits to be attached to the station dy- 
namo, which will run the fans. 

“Frequently,’’ said the station master, “a 
train leaving at 2 or 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing is in the trainshed at 9 o’clock the night 
before, for the accommodation of patrons. 
But passengers undergo no end of annoy- 
ance trying to rest in a car when the night 
is sultry. I had thought of the fan scheme 
before the railroads took it up. Smoke of- 
ten gets under the trainshed, and renders 
the atmosphere well-nigh unbearable.”’ 


EXSOLDIER KILLS A NEGRO. 


Young Frank Desmond Claims That He 
Slew William Winston in 
Self-Defense. 


Frank Desmond, a beardless youth of 19 
years, who was honorably discharged from 
the regular army a few months ago, occu- 
pies a cell in the holdover, and will have 
to answer for shooting and killing William 
Winston, a negro, early Saturday morning. 

Desmond’s account of the tragedy, which 
is corroborated by the police reports, indi- 
cates that the shooting was done in self- 
defense. 

Desmond is @ bartender in Benson's 
saloon, Ninth and Walnut streets. Winston 
was day porter. A few minutes after mid- 
night, Desmond says, Winston entered the 
saloon and bought 5 cents’ worth of beer. 

‘‘He laid a dime down on the bar,”’ said 
the young prisoner. ‘I drew the beer and 
laid the change down. I then turned away. 
He asked me to treat him right. I didn't 
understand and said so. Then Winston 
threw that beer in my face and struck me 
on the head with the bucket. 

“He started around behind the bar after 
me. I knew he had brass knucks because 
I saw them not three hours before. I got 
my pistol out and shot him. I didn’t know 
I hit him until he fell. If I killed him I 
did it because I had to.
